EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims have been cancelled 12-15 and 35. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-11, 16-34 and 35-59 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Applicant has claimed uniquely distinct features in the instant invention which are not 
found in the prior art either singularly or in combination. They are an information a video system 
comprising a screen for displaying visual information; and said video system containing one or 
more templates, wherein said one or more templates are received from an external source, each 
template comprising a non-overlapping set of active regions of the screen, and further wherein an 
individual active region may be individually activated or deactivated whereby when said 
templates are not activated, said visual information can be seen by a viewer, and when one of 
said templates is activated, said visual information can still be seen by said viewer. These 
features are not found or suggested in the prior art. 

The present invention is directed to video system containing one or more templates, 
wherein said one or more templates are received from an external source, each template 
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comprising a non-overlapping set of active regions of the screen, and further wherein an 
individual active region may be individually activated or deactivated whereby when said 
templates are not activated, said visual information can be seen by a viewer, and when one of 
said templates is activated, said visual information can still be seen by said viewer. Each 
independent claim is identified the uniquely distinct features "each template comprising a non- 
overlapping set of active regions of the screen, and further wherein an individual active region 
may be individually activated or deactivated whereby when said templates are not activated, said 
visual information can be seen by a viewer, and when one of said templates is activated, said 
visual information can still be seen by said viewer". The The closest prior art, (US Patent No. 
5,991,739) and Chen (US Patent No. 5,724,069) discloses convention of user interactive 
interface providing an on-line ordering distribution, either singularly or in combination, fail to 
anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
